Default fears fuel 
angst in shutdown 
Washington 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
11 terrible" and "unthinkable' 
threat of a US government 
default transfixed Washing¬ 
ton Monday, as a standoff 
over raising the debt ceiling 
surmounted angst aver a 
week-long government shut¬ 
down 

Republican House 

Speaker John Boehner 
sparked alarm after warning 
on Sunday that he would not 
allow Congress to raise the 
government's borrowing limit 
by an October 17 deadline 
uni ess Presi d ent B arack 
Obama climbs down and of¬ 
fers concessions 

The sense of building cri¬ 
sis over Washington's finan¬ 
cial paralysis was picked up 
in China, with Beijing warn¬ 
ing that the United States 
must act quickly to establish 
the credibility of the dollar, 
the world's maj or reserve cur¬ 
rency 

Concern also spread to 
previously calm investors, 
with the Dow Jones Indus¬ 
trial Average down 89.72 
points (D SO percent) at 
14,982.86, mirroring a down¬ 
ward trend on global markets 
sparked by anxiety over US 
government paralysis. 


The White House reacted 
sharply to Buchner's remarks, 
warning Congress could trig¬ 
ger a disastrous default and 
shred Washington's prized 
credit rating, as doomsday 
scenarios of default, once 
deemed unthinkable, ap¬ 
peared to grow in credibility. 

"We can't threaten an eco¬ 
nomic catastrophe,' Obama 
sad Monday, decrying Re¬ 
publicans for using the debt 
ceiling as leverage. 

" What we’re not willing to 
do is to create a permanent 
pattern in which unless you 
get your way, the government 
is shut down or America de¬ 
faults," Obama said during a 
visit to the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency. 

“That's not how we do 
business in this country And 
we're not going t.o start now. 

Hie US government will be 
barred from borrowing by Oc¬ 
tober 17 mil ess the current $ 16.7 
trillion debt ceiling is lifted. 

In the resultant chaos, 
Washington would begin de¬ 
faulting on its debts, global 
stock markets could plummet 
and the fragile world econ¬ 
omy could take a hit it can ill 
afford

Arg*ntln*’s 
Kirchner to undergo 
surgery for brain 
blood; doctors 

BUENOS AIRES (.AFP) - 
Argentine President Cristina 
Kirchner will undergo sur- 
ery Tuesday for recently 
elected complications 
from a head injury, a state¬ 
ment by the hospital treat¬ 
ing her sard Monday. 

Kirchner, 60, experi¬ 
enced a "transitory and 
slight" loss of muscular 
strength m her left arm on 
Sunday, and surgical inter¬ 
vention was indicated to 
drain a subdural hematoma, 
it said. 

Kirchner suffered a blow 
to the head on August 12, 
but it wasn't until Saturday 
that doctors at the Fund a- 
cion Favaloro hospital de¬ 
tected the "chronic subdural 
hematoma" and ordered that 
she take a month's rest. 

Kirchner went back to 
the dime on Monday far 
further tests and was hospi¬ 
talized until Tuesday when 
she will undergo the sur¬ 
gery

US Supreme Court 
declines to review 
Argentine debt case 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Atoo 
of US and German scientist!; 
won the Nobel Prize for Med¬ 
icine on Monday for pioneer¬ 
ing work on the body's cell 
transport system, unlocking 
insights into diabetes, immune 
disorders and other diseases 

James Rothman and Randy 
Sehekman of the United States 
and Thomas Suedhof of Ger¬ 
many shared the prize for dis¬ 
covering how molecules vital 
to cellular functioning are 
shunted around in an internal 
height system, tucked inside 
sacs called vesicles 

They also helped resolve 
how the vesicles arrive on time 
and in the right place -- a 
major riddle, given that this 
takes place in a microscopic 
environment humming with 
movement. 

If tire package fails to show 
up at the right time, or goes to 
the wrong location, tins can 
cause cellular malfunction. 

“Through their discoveries, 
Rothman, Sehekman and 
Sue dhc f have reveat e d the ex - 
quisitely precise control sys¬ 
tem for the transp ort and 
delivery of cellular cargo, 11 the 
Nobel panel said 

Rothman is a professor and 
chairman of the department a f 
cell biology at Yale Univer¬ 
sity; Sehekman is a professor 
of molecular and cell bioiDgy 
at the University of California 
at Berkeley; and Suedhof is a 
professor of molecular and 
cellular physiology at Stanford 
University, also in California. 

Sehekman, 64, told AFP he 


was shocked t.o get the call 
from Stockholm: "Myreaction 
when I heard about it was one 
of disbelief and joy." 

Rothman, £53, told Swedish 
Radio he was "profoundly ho¬ 
noured" 

"Almost anyone who re¬ 
ceives the Nobel prize has 
some indirect knowledge of 
one sort or another that they 
might be a candidate, so at 
some level it's not a complete 
surprise But that it actually 
happens is an out-of-body ex¬ 
perience," he said. 

Suedhof 58, was driving a 
car "in the middle of Spam" 
when reached by the Nobel 
Committee several hours after 
tli e announc em ent. 

"Are you serious? Oh, my 
God," he said when given the 
news, according tD a recording 
carried on the official Nobel 
website 

When asked about his ca¬ 
pacity for work, he answered 
“My wife thinks I am crazy I 


don't know. I am incredibly 
driven." 

The triD worked independ¬ 
ently an various aspects of the 
vesicle system, in research 
spanning three-and-a-half 
decades. 

Sehekman began Ins inves¬ 
tigations in the late 1970s, 
when he became interested m 
cellular genetics, using yeast 
as a model for study. 

Yeast cells with defective 
transport machinery gave rise 
to a system that resembled a 
poorly planned public trans¬ 
port system, he discovered. 

In the 1980s and 1990s, 
Rothman began studying in 
greater detail how vesicles are 
transported in mammalian 
cells. 

EuedhcPs curiosity was ini¬ 
tially piqued by how nerve 
cells are able to communicate 
with one another in the brain. 

The Nobel adds to the trio's 
long list of achievements 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court on Monday

Buenos Aires argues that 
paying the two hill face value 
for their bonds would be unfair 
to the restructured bondhold¬ 
ers. 

It also said being forced to 
pay the two in full could ex¬ 
pand its payment obligations to 
others and force it back into de¬ 
fault on all its debt 

Argentina is still fighting on 
procedural grounds the August 
appeals court decision, and only 
after that challenge is cleared 
can it ask again for the Supreme 
Court to review tire case. 

The case has implications 
for the massive global market 
for sovereign debt 

Critics say the New York 
judgment could set a precedent 
for all sovereign debt restruc¬ 
turings m which a majority of 
bondholders, but not all of 
them, accept a "haircut* or 
writeoff of the debt's value in 
order to help the borrower re¬ 
store financial stability and 
make goo d on at least a part of 
die bonds' worth. 

Analysts have painted to tire 
risks implicit for the massive 
restructuring of Greece's debt, 
a cornerstone of the interna¬ 
tional bailout by the European 
Union, European Central Bank 
and the International Monetary 
Fund. 



BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombian authorities said Monday they seized more than a ton of 
cocaine in a raid in the northern La Guajira region bordering Venezuela. The haul was 
aboard a truck with Venezuelan license plates that was intercepted in a rural area in 
an operation coordinated with the US Drug Enforcement Administration, Colom bia's 
National Police said. Guards protecting the shipment opened fire during the raid and 
fled, abandoning the cocaine, police said. Investigators believe the Colombian drug 
cartel Los Rastrojos was transporting the drug for shipment on fast boats from La 
Guajira to Central America. Colombia vies with Peru as the world's top producer of co¬ 
caine, turning out 309 tons of the drug in 2012. Meanwhile an aircraft used by the US 
government to monitor drug trafficking routes crashed Sunday In northern Colombia, 
killing three Americans and a Panam anian, the US military said Sunday. The Panaman¬ 
ian National Naval Air Service said the aircraft was conducting an "anti-drug operation™ 
in the border area between Colombia and Panama when it went down.
